Even though a friend took me on my first turkey 
hunt, my first kill came while hunting alone. That 
morning I remember that my tools of the trade amounted 
to a Lynch box call and a ten gauge H and R shotgun. 
No slate calls and definitely no mouth calls. I can also 
remember moving from place to place on this farm 
without having much confidence. Late in the morning 
I made my way to an area that was known to hold deer. 
I crossed a hay field and crawled under a barbed wire 
fence before giving that box call another go. As soon as 
I slid the lid of that call across the box, I heard a turkey 
to my left. I didn’t even recognize at the time that it 
was a jake. But it really didn’t matter to me. My heart 
started beating like I was drawing my bow back on a 
deer but this was even stronger because of its newness. 
The turkey came running and soon was in front of me 
but it couldn’t see me because of a log that was lying 
parallel to the ground. I could see its legs as it walked 
but I wasn’t able to shoot until it cleared the log. In a 
few seconds it was over. 

I’m so thankful that someone took me on 
my first turkey hunt. I watched, listened, and soaked in 
as much information as I could. And even though the 
excitement ran high, I knew I had to temper it in order 
to learn. My guide would not always be with me. As in 
most areas of our life there comes a time when we have 
to step out from the security of the teacher and into the 
risky business of going alone. It can be a time of trial 
and error but it is nevertheless necessary if we are going 
to stretch ourselves into new and exciting arenas. 

I think about my daughter. When she was only a young 
teenager, she would get a cookbook and try to recreate 
the delicacy on the page. If she didn’t know what a 
particular ingredient was, or if we didn’t have it, she 
would substitute it with something of her choosing. 
Many times, maybe even most of the time, the results 
were not that good. But what I was most proud of was 
the fact that she was not satisfied to set on the sideline 
until someone helped her. She decided she would try it 
on her own. 

Friends, some of you have had the best teacher 
but now it’s time to go out alone. If you keep letting the 
fear of failure stop you, you’ll never get the opportunity 
to see if failure itself stands a chance against you.

THE SUFFERINGS OF CHRIST - (24 FEB 14) 

When my father-in-law was about my age he slipped 
on the ice and broke his hip. I took a spill on the ice 
yesterday evening and unlike dear old dad, I did not 
break any bones. It did hurt, I didn’t get a good night’s 
sleep and I ache all over today but I’m fine; the incident 
won’t stop me from doing anything and tomorrow or 
the next day I’ll never know it happened. 

Throughout my life I’ve heard people complain about a 
lot less and I know people who suffer far greater things 
than a tumble on the ice that never utter a word about 
it. As you read this I’m sure there are faces of people 
from both groups going through your mind. 

Suffering may be a relative term. I think of my rough 
night of sleep and the aches and pains of today more of 
an inconvenience; I don’t think of it as suffering at all, 
yet, there is a sleep aid commercial that starts with the 
question, “Do you occasionally suffer from a difficult 
night’s sleep?” 

There is one thing certain about suffering, Jesus Christ 
suffered for all of us, not only as an example but as 
a substitute. He suffered on our behalf and He also 
suffered in our place. “For Christ also hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God, being put to death in the flesh, but 
quickened by the Spirit.” - 1 Peter 3:18. Because of 
our sins He suffered in the garden of Gethsemane, 
“And being in an agony he prayed more earnestly: and 
his sweat was as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground” (Luke 22:44). 

Because of our sins He suffered at the hands 
of the whip and humiliation, “I gave my back to the 
smiters, and my cheeks to them that plucked off the 
hair: I hid not my face from shame and spitting” (Isaiah 
50:6). 

The whip the Romans used on Christ was a cat 
of nine tails. It was made with nine straps of leather. 
Interwoven into the leather were pieces of glass, rock 
and iron. When the leather straps hit the flesh the pieces 
of glass, rock and iron would cut or even embed into 
the flesh. When embedding would occur which would 
be on nearly every one of the thirty-nine strokes Christ 
received, the whip would need to be yanked to get it 
out of His back, causing a rip or tear in the flesh. 

He was nailed to a cross because of our sins, 
our sins were placed upon Him and He took our place. 
“But he was wounded for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his stripes we are healed. All 
we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the LORD hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all” (Isaiah 53:5-6). 

We all suffer in life, some more than others. 
Why do some suffer more than others? Some specific 
answers we will never know. Why did my father-in-law 
slip on the ice and break a hip and why did I only get a 
day or two of aches and pains? While on this earth; I’m 
afraid we will never know. 

The sufferings of Christ however, can bring 
forgiveness, peace, redemption, salvation, joy and 
meaning to our lives. He suffered in our place, on our 
behalf and what He asks from us is to put our trust in 
Him (John 3:16, Ephesians 2:8-9). 

To sum it all up I’ll leave you all with the 
words of St. Peter, from 1 Peter 1:18-19, “Forasmuch 
as ye know that ye were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your vain conversation 
received by tradition from your fathers; but with the 
precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish 
and without spot.”

Owsley Elementary Recognized For 
1st Place Overall Achievement in Sumdog Math 


At the Owsley 
County Board of Education 
Meeting, the Owsley 
County Elementary School 
was recognized for their 1 st 
Place Overall Achievement 
in Sumdog Math. Three 
of the Owsley County 
Students, three students 
placed in the top 10 in 
the state of Kentucky, 1 st 
place was Kerissa Shouse; 
5^ place - Jamie Price; 
8 th Place - Cody Keller. 
All three students were 
given certificates from the 
Sumdog math competition 
along with a large sign to 
put up in the elementary for 
their achievement. 

Paul Green, DPP/ 
Chief Academic Officer 
discussed the school 
calendar with the board.

3-5 years. 

KISBIT - Dr. 
Bobrowski stated that there 
were approximately 100 
schools filing lawsuits on 
KISBIT on their assurance 
values. They are asking 
for at least 100 schools to 
go in and get involved in 
the lawsuit for at least $350 
per district per average. 
Dr. Bobrowski stated that 
if the board owed, for 
example $100,000 and it 
was reduced to $90,000 
and we spent $350 we 
saved at least that much, 
but he couldn’t guarantee 
anything. Board Member 
Scotty Combs stated that 
at the board members 
meeting last week he had 


heard that it wouldn’t stay 
the same, that if this lawsuit 
continued and if KISBIT 
won, their legal fees would 
also be attached and it 
would go higher. Board 
member Brenda Gibson 
asked what the lawsuit 
was looking for. Dr. 
Bobrowski stated that the 
superintendents concern 
was they could never get a 
set amount that was owed to 
KISBIT, what is the actual 
number. Jerry McIntosh, 
finance officer stated that 
at one point, they were 
quoted the approximate 
amount of $150,000. Dr. 
Bobrowski stated come 
July 1 the school district 
will have to write a check 
to someone. Board 
member Joyce Campbell 
ask Dr. Bobrowski what 
his recommendation was, 
he stated it cost us $350 
and it may cost us an 
additional $950. I think we 
should roll the dice and put 
pressure on them because 
of we don’t, it could be a 
20 year drawn out year of 
cutting checks of $10,000- 
$ 12,000 per year. A lengthy 
discussion was held on this 
issue. The board ask the 
superintendent to get more 
info in the subject before a 
decision was made.
